The two striking events of the day in the 
Campbell case yesterday were the appearance 
of Lord Colin and of his father, the Duke of 
Argyle, in the witness-box.

The testimony of Lord Colin, however, was 
the most important and impressive stage of 
the series. His direct examination had not 
been concluded when the court adjourned 
to to-morrow, and it is hardly possi- 
ble that dis cross-examination will 
be finished before the afternoon of 
that day. Capt. Shaw and all the familiar 
personages interested in the case appeared at 
the opening of proceedings yesterday, except 
Mrs. Blood and the Duke of Marlborough. 
Neither of these two were seen at all during 
the day. Mrs. Biood is possibly worn out 
with the strain upon her nerves. Lady Colin 
herself seems to bear up better than any of 
her family. She looked unusually fresh and 
animated and frequently chatted with her 
young sister who sat by her side in the place

Convention of the Federation of Organized 
Trades and Labor Unions. 


COLUMBUS, December 7.—The Federation of 
Organized Trades and Labor Unions of the 
United States and Canada opened its annual 
session to-day atnoon. The meeting was to 
have been held in St. Louis, but changed 
to this city owing to the convention 
of National Trades Union, which convenes 


here to-morrow. There are a large number of 
delegates coming here and itis expected they 
willtormaunion. President Gomper says he

THE ADDRESS OF WELCOME.

The Schooner Sylvester Neelon. 


CHICAGO, December 7.—A local paper says 
this morning: Two weeks ago to-day the 
Canadian schooner Sylvester Neelon left Chi- 
eagzo for Collingwood and bas not yet reached 


her destination. Many believe she has gone 
to the bottom. The schooner Midland Rover 
which left in company with the Neelon, arrived 
at Collingwood ten days ago and the last that 
was heard from the Neeilon was when she ar- 
rived at Sheboygan for shelter, week before 
last. She was then badly coated 
with ice and had lost part of her 
canvas. Capt. Finn, who is agentfor the 
Neelon at this port, is unable to find any trace 
of her, and the Canadian agent at Hamilton 
telegraphed yesterday that he had received no 
report of the vessel since she left Sheboygan. 
Capt. Finn is quite anxious about her, but 
thinks she may have found shelter in one of 
the numerous coves that indent the shores of 
Georgian Bay. If she had gone ashore the 
fact would probably have been repo 

by this time. Vessel masters who are 
thoroughly acquainted with Georgian 
Bay express the belief that the Neelon has 
either foundered or is frozen in at some point 
with which there is no telegraphic communi- 
cation. Ifthe last theory is correct the crew 
may. be stripping the vesse! and 2 ner 
ready for winter quarters. If she lost it is 
not likely that any trace will be found of the 
wreck this winter. The Neelon was built in 
1874, measures 397 tons and is valued at $10,000.

Manager Johnston Reversed. 


The Court of Appeals to-day reversed and 
remanded the case of Architect J. B. Legg 
against Superintendent J. H. Johnston of the 
Exposition. Mr. Legg charged Mr. Johnston 


with fraudulently representing to him that 
some mining property in which he was inter- 
ested as co-owner was of great value, and 
thas the interest of some of the 
other Owners of the property could be had 
ataverylowfigure. Mr. Johasston agreed to 
buy out one interest if Mr. Legg would buy 
out the other, andthe former undertook the 
negotiation without any cost. Mr. Leg 
charged that Mr. Johnston falsely represente 
that $2,500 was the lowest price at which 
either of the co-owners would sell, and upon 
the faith of such representations Mr. Johnston 
obtained from Mr. ge $2,500, but 
used only’$1,000 andfthat he thus obtained $1,500 
by fraud and false representations. The case 
is reversed on the ground of misdirection of 
the jury by the Court. The verdict was in 
favor of Mr. Johnston. 

The petition of Mr. Legg failed to state 
that Mr. Johnston’s fraudulent jrepresen- 
tations formed an inducement of the purchase, 
or that Mr. Legg relied upon them, 
or that the property purchased was worth less 
than the price paid. Mr. Legg’s claim of re- 
covery was basedon the sole fact that Mr. 
Johnston as Mr. Legg’s agent obtained from 
him $2,500 for a certain purpose and expended 
— $1,000 leaving him accountable for the 
residue. As the jury was misinstructed on this 
issuethe judgment cannot be permitted to

their defense. The note in suit was given to 
reimburse Mr. Hutchinson in part for expendi- 
tures in that benalf. The judgment is reversed 
on the ground ot a retusal of the court below 
to give an instruction for the plaintiff. The 
agreement to defend the employes was a thing 
prohibited by neither the letter nor the policy 
of the law. 


Tracy vs. Taaffe. . 

Judge Dillon to-day decided the cuse of the 
City Register against Patrick J. Taaffe for de- 
livery of the books ofa Justice’s office and 
the motion for peremptory writ of mandamus 
onthe returnor answer is sustained. The 
Court does not think the rule that mandamus 
will not lie where the right to the office is in 
controversy has any application to this 
case. The pleadings failed to show 
any dispute or contest to 
the right to the present possession of the 
books and papers, exrept the refusal of Mr. 
Taafe to do what the law requires he shall do. 
That sort of contest must exist in every case 
ef application for mandamus. At the expira- 
tion of Mr. Taaffe’s term of office, it was his 
duty to turn over his books to the Register. 
His own answer admitted that his successor 
has been prima facie elected and has actually 
been commissioned.

COLLIDED IN THE FOG. 


A Serious Accident Narrowly Avoided— 
Exciting Scene at Union Depot. 


During the fog yesterday morning two loco- 
motives of the Wabash Road attempted to 
pass on the same track with the usual disas- 
trous results. The accident occurred right 
in the heart of the city, althought the 
police have not yet learned of 
it. The Council Bluffs, or Omaha, 
train got into the Union Depot 


on time. promptly at 7 o’clock, and after 
waiting about a quarter of an hour the loco- 
motive was uncoupled from the train and 
started to back out the track tothe shops. It 
so happened, however, that the Kansas City 
Express, which was due here at 6:50 a. m., was 
halfan hour late, and was just then pulling 
into the company’s yards. The engineer of 
the Council Bluffs train knew nothing abput 
this, and supposed the track was clear. he 
fog, it will be remembered, was very heavy at 
that hour, rendering it impossible for one to 
see far ahead. particularly in a lace as 
smoky asa railroad yard. Everything went 
lovely until the Council Bluffs locomotive got as 
far as Twenty-second street when the engineer 
suddenly discovered a train breaking through 
the fog and coming from the west ata pretty 
good speed. Neither engineer saw the loco- 
motive of the other until they were almost 
upon each other, and it was too late to avoid 
a collision. The two iron horses came to- 
gether with a terrific crash, but the engineers 
and firemen had already jumped out of the 
cabs and were not injured in any way. The 
shock of the collision was felt with at force 
through all the coaches of the Kansas City 
train and the passengers were knocked out of 
their seats and pitched im all directions. Fort- 
unately, no one was hurt badly. One lady was 
bruised a lite about the body and 
at first supposed one of der ribs 
were broken, but afterward concluded 
that she was not so badly hurt as she at first 
supposed.
